‘This month's bio is from Max Kelley ~ KC2SPY 


My name is Max Kelley, a sixteen-year-old Extra: 
class amateur radio operator residing in Webster, 
New York, a mid-sized suburb of Rochester in FN13, 
My first contact with radio communications was 
probably at the tender age of 4 years, when I 
received a walkie-talkie base/handheld set for 
Christmas. | loved the idea of talking into one box 
and hearing it come out the other, on the opposite 
side of the house, As a five year ald, the only way | 
could have explained it would probably have been 
magic’. For the most part, my radio interest lay 
dormant for the next few years, until we purchased a 
Grundig short-vave receiver for my grandfather 
when | was about eleven or twelve years old, so he 
could listen to Italian language broadcasts. One day, 
| decided to take a look at the receiver for myself, 
and within a few days, I was hooked. It was only a 
short amount of time spent spinning the dial unt 
‘came across what sounded like casual conversation 
‘on the radio between a group of friends. | was 
puzzled and intrigued, and upon reading through the 
radio's manual, | deduced that the voices were those 
of ham radio operators. 


For the next year or two, part of my daily routine 
would be to listen and be entertained by the AM 
‘groups on 75 meters while doing hamework in my 
‘grandparents’ house's spare bedroom. | had done 
some research online on becoming a ham radio 
operator, but | had no idea where to get started. My 
uncle, who had been a Novice-class ham when he 
was a teenager, sent me a copy of the ARRL book 
"Now You're Talking!", but it sat on the bookshelf for 
‘while, for it was too technical for me atthe time. It 
wasn't Until my freshman year of high school, age 14, 
when | discovered that my school, Webster Thomas 
High, had a ham radio club! At the time, KC2NNL. 
was its callsign, and it had a handful of members. 
Immediately, | joined and began taking practice tests 
at the club meetings, under the direction of our 
advisor Norm Turner, W2NWT. Over Christmas 
break 2007, | finally took my license exam, passed 
with flying colors, and was granted a memorable 
callsign, KC2SPY. 


From that point, my ham radio career grew 
exponentially. My mother called the telephone 
hotine for a local radio club, the Rochester Amateur 
Radio Association, looking for assistance on 
selecting a radio to get for me for a Christmas 
present, Irv Goodman, AF2K, responded to her 
message with an offer to loan me a radio. My mother 
obliged, and I met Irv one cold, winter afternoon at 
the Rochester Museum and Science Center, where 
he and the Rochester DX Association were operating 
W2RDX/60, a special event call at the Science and 
Technology Fair happening that weekend. | was sat 


down at the HF position there, and was instructed by 
Ed Gable, K2MP, to make a few contacts on 40, 
‘meters. When I finally put down the mic, Ed 
commented, "Gee, it sounds like you've been talking 
con the radio for years! | can't believe you're a new 
ham!" Ittumed out that the two years of listening to 
convair conversations paid off, for | had a natural 
sense of proper protocol and how a conversation 
should proceed. 

Following the afternoon's operating events, my dad 
land I met Irv back at his house, which we discovered 
to be barely a mile away from ours! There, he 
showed me how to use a spare lcm 2 meter FM rig 
he had, which he coupled with a S/8 wave 
‘magmount, and an Astron power supply. | got home, 
set itp, and the rest is history. My parent's couldn't 
pry me away from that radio for the next few weeks, 
‘as | got to know the local crowd on 2 meters. 


‘Since then, | upgraded to a General class license in 
March of 2008, and my Extra class in February of 
2009, | was lent an Icom IC-746 HF rig and a GSRV 
Wire antenna by the ever-generous AF2K, until in the 
summer of 2008, | purchased my own Kenwood TS- 
4450S with 35-amp Astron power supply on Craigslist. 
Since then, | have had an explosion of equipment, 
‘most of it VHF/UHF. My dual band handheld, an 
Icom IC-24AT, was given to me by a local harm, 
N2KFE, because it was not transmitting, and its 
keypad was not working entirely. That night, | 
descended into my basement workshop, and rebuilt 
the keypad ribbon cable by hand, emerging with a 
perfectly functional handheld transceiver a litle after 
‘midnight. From another friend, KC2NFU, | received 
lan Icom IC-2100H which was only putting out 
-200mw, which | discovered to be attributed to cracks 
inthe final output module substrate A little bit of 
tinkering later, and voila, ! had a mobile 2-meter 
transceiver for the family minivan. !'m currently 
Working on the repair of a 100w Motorola commercial 
UHF radio, and about to start repair of a Kenwood 
‘TM-733A dual-band mobile radio, pre-loved by 
wiry. 


In addition to hardware repair, ! have also 
constructed a bicycle mobile station on my mountain 
bike, utilizing my IC-24AT handheld and a custom 
wiring harness on the bicycle, which includes a 
colinear for two meters mourted off the back wheel 
struts, complete with a radial system to improve the 
'SWR. Many Webster residents and fellow students 
have seen my iconic bicycle, pethaps the only one in, 
town with a 7-foot whip off the back of it. 


‘At school, | am a core part of the Morning Television 
‘Show production crew, and have been for the last 5 
years. The show is aired on local cable access as 

‘well as piped through the school's closed-circuit TV 
system. In my freshman year, | devised a system to 


allow us to upload the show to the school district 
‘website, where itis accessible at 

www. websterschools.org/thomas cfm under 
"Thomas Morning News". leven star in a weekly 
segment, the "Tech Tip of the Week," which teaches 
students and teachers alike various tips and tricks to 
‘make computers work for them. In the radio club, 
W2WHS, have helped work on and maintain an 
Echolink node and IRLP node, as well as maintain a 
few HF operating positions and a number of VHF 
‘operating positions, from the end of the microphone 
to the tip of the antennas. With a comfortable fluency 
in Spanish, | have assisted in the completion of a few 
‘Spanish-language contacts at the club station, as 
well as a number from my own home QTH. 


Well, as a member of the Rochester Amateur Radio 
Association and the Rachester DX Association, | 
hhave spent a decent amount of time in contest 
environments. My first Field Day, in 2008, | was a 
key part of the GOTA station operations, coaching 
‘ther operators in the proper and efficient operation 
of the station. My abilty to work well with younger 
kids has always been a forte for me, and it definitely 
‘came in to play in this situation. The W2RDX Field 
Day went on to win first place nationwide in its class, 
3A. In 2008, | was a core part of the computer 
networking team, which provided connectivity for 
logging between computers at the Field Day 
operation, | also assisted in the setup and assembly 
of numerous towers and mil-masts, including the 
'100-foot Monroe County Emergency 
‘Communications Department mobile crank-up tower. 
Other operating experiences for me have been 
during our abservation of the 60" anniversary of 
RDXA, where we operated W2RDXI60 at the W2FU 
superstation. | operated 10, 20, and 40 phone for 
portions of the operating event’ I had an absolute 
blast running the non-stop pile-ups of DX stations 
looking to get one of our commemorative QSL cards 
printed on AF2K's 1921 printing press. During the 
2008 NAQP SSB, the Rochester DX Association 
‘worked with the Antique Wireless Association to put 
ton the air WAN, where | operated 20 phone for the 
afternoon, 


So, that's how I got to where | am sight now, and it 
has been a heck of a lot of fun getting there,

Propagation 11 years ago 


October 1998 Forecast ~ Flux Range 102 - 137 
Ten Meters is hot, and seasonally at its annual peak. 
Good openings to Europe are a daily occurrence, 
and many CW-phobic newcomers to our hobby are 
getting their first taste of real DX. Looking at the 
recent solar numbers, there is stil room for 
improvement. The spike in solar flux to 180 at the 
fend of August gave cause for optimism, but the 
range for this fll looks more like 120 to 160. We 
hhope for 160 in the contest, though the probability is 
not good 

The quality of European openings vary widely within 
this range. At 120, we get most of Europe from 
‘Texas - but very litle of Russia. With a flux of 160, 
we get an opening which lasts through the morning 
and includes all of European Russia. It takes a good 
broad opening to produce high rates and QSO totals, 
(on 10 in a contest. The broadest openings will be 
from the easter US, where Russia will come 
through fine on a flux of 120. The west coast would 
have a very narrow window in such an event, as the 
‘band would clase across most of Europe before it 
even opens out west. The CQWW will nt be fair to 
everyone on 10, 

15 is actually in better shape, since the moderate 
flux levels are not much of a hinderance. Reliable 
‘openings occur aver high latitude paths, and the 
bband does not close so abruptly at sundown, We can 
work into Asia and the Pacific after dark, and 
‘openings to Europe continue after their iocal sunset. 
For the central and western US, this will be the most 
productive rate band if 10 doesnt play well on 
contest weekend 

‘Openings on both bands will be very predictable: day 
paths. Nighttime MUFS are plummeting; closing 20, 
Meters in the evening by midnight and moving 
activity to the low bands. QRN levels are down to 
where 40 isin excellent shape, 40 SSB has other 
problems (shortwave QRM), and many SSB ops look 
to 75 Meters in lowband season for their evening, 
Dxing. The European opening on 40 lasts through 


the evening here, though most activity comes from 
the sunrise areas where the band is peaking and 
people are actually up. The other peak to Europe is 
inthe late evening on their end - late afternoon for 
‘most of us (and just after dark on the east coast) 

20 will be harder to read in the contest. The 
hightpaths are closed, the daypaths are marginal, 
and signals propagate best along the grey line. Peak 
times are several hours belore and after sunset, and 
the hours after sunrise. We work into other areas in 
the vicinity of the local grey line. The moming 
‘pening includes excellent daily long path to the 
southwest and parts of the world normally hard to 
reach, Nighttime MUFs are higher in the southern 
hemisphere, and we can work into and across these 
nightpaths as long as we are near the greyline 
ourselves. bitp:/Waww ath.com/adSal 


Forecast of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 


114 October - 09 November 2009 
Solar activity is expected to be very low. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous 
orbit. The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at 
geosynchronous obit is expected to be at normal 
levels through the period, 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at quiet 
levels on 14 October. Activity is expected to increase 
to quiet to unsettled levels during 15 - 16 October 
due to a coronal hole high-speed stream (CH HSS). 
Quiet conditions are expected during 17 ~ 23 
October. Another round of quiet to unsettled 
conditions are expected during 24 - 25 October due 
to a recurrent CH HSS. Quiet conditions are 
expected during the remainder of the period

Ground that Polyphasor!: 


During a drive-time chat Brad Mitchell, NYG related 
{an interesting problem he recently diagnosed on his 
station where he was experiencing harsh RE 
distortion on frequencies below 3800 khz. Here is his 
story: 


| bought my Omni Vil a month ago, and have had a 
blast with it 


| had spent a lot of time and money putting in a 
descent feed line system (300 feet x 2), and a 
vertical, and G5RV. 


| had a few reports of RF on my signal but never was 
able to pin it down. (My antennas are 300 feet away, 
land | only run 100 W max), 


Finally in the middle of the night, | pulled out my 
Argosy, and listened to my tranismitted signal on 
that rig. had heard no problem in the Monitored 
signal. 


On the Argossy, it was clear that from about 3800, 
KHz and below, | had some harsh RF distortion. 


First thing | did was put the power at SW.. It was still 
there. So | characterized the frequencies involved as 


best | could, and authored an e-mail to Ten Tec, 


had a feeling it may be premature, but wanted to get 
itresolved 


Finally | switched antennas from the GSRV to the 
vertical. Interestingly the distortion went away, even 
though | had to tune the trapped vertical quite’a way 
from the cw resonant portion of the band. 


Hmm. | tried a dummy load, and no distortion, 


Obviously | had an RF problem, not a rig problem! 
‘Then | remembered that my antenna installation was 
not complete 


You see | have 2 coaxes coming into the garage and 
only had one barrel connector to connect up to the 
feed-lines from the garage to the shack. 


So | used a Polyphaser. (de blocking type) on ane of 
the 2 coax cables. | switched which antenna the 
Polyphaser was connected to and the distortion 
followed the Polyphaser. Then | realized that the 
Polyphaser docs did say to ground it. (I plan on 
grounding them, but still working on that). 

After grounding the Polyphaser all distortion was 
{gone. Big mistake. oops. Another email to Ten Tee. 
Sonry for wasting bandwidth! 


Funny | never gat a response from them, but | can 
imagine the conversation that morning, 


''m not sure exactly what the Polyphaser uses for 
circuitry, but like they say in their instructions. 
Ground it, or it may not work correctly.

Clock setting procedures (assorted contributers)

this task. My instructions prompted an email 
exchange of alternative methods available, 


N2CK - For those who dont frequently, bring up the 
clock - click in the seconds’ window and advance the 
second display unti it reads :00. This "freezes" the 
second display. Once you set the time (below) It will 
start counting Up like it should. 


Tune in WWV and listen for the time announcement. 
When you know what the next minute announcement 
willbe, click into the minute display and advance to 
the next announced minute. 


When you hear “the tone” click apply and then save 
(it's a widespread rumor that one doesn't need to hit 
‘apply - but long time windoze users know better than, 
to expect the obvious behavior from the operating 
systern). 


W2BSN - Thanks for bringing up the subject! 
For all of you lazy people, like me, go to 

bp: nist gov/servicefts him and on the top right 
side you can download an automatic clock-setting 
program for your PC directly from the National 
Institute of Standards and Time, This allows you to 
synchronize your clock with a couple of mouse clicks 
whenever you feel like it,
